Farmer, and is propared chiefly from In- 
dian Opuim containing about cight per cent 
of Morphine, . 

In England under the Poison Act 1852 
and the more etringent one recently passed 
no one buta qualified chemist may sell any 
preparation containing Morphing; i.o, any 
of the preparations of Opium or Mor. 
phine, ‘The chemist alone may Bell 
such preparations, and I beg you special- 
ly to nota the fect that he can do uo with. 
or without the proscription of a qualified 
medioal practitioner, Yes, in Bugland 
where « qualifi-d medical practitioner is 
quslifid not only by law but in reality, the 
chemist is considered the right mau to be 
and ig the only peraon entrusted with the 
gale of such proparations with or without 
medical prescription, while here in thts 
Colony it is propoacd by this Morphine 
Ordivance to prevent s qualified chomiat 
from selling preparations o-ntaining Mar- 
phine without the prescription of anmo duly 
quolided medical practitioner.

the Britich troops encamped in’ Upper 
Burmak. z 

The simplest caution necessitates our not 
acting slone in Siam. For, had we wished 
to conquer that kingdom, we should perhaps 
have bad againet us both the English ond 
the Germans, who possess powerfal com- 
mercial if not territorial interesta in the 
country. e 

If, on the other hand, by securing the 
English o big portion of Siam, we had been 
ablo to detach them from the Germans, we 
ahonld have agreed together withthem. As 
for the Germans who haye only, .a8 T anid, 
commercial interests in that part of tha 
world, thay would have willing! submitted 
with the most favoured uation ‘clause to pra- 
teot their trade, 

Now, with the undetined state of things 
whisk we have bronght about by .our ‘rose 
water’ ultimatum, we have allowed oor 
cardsto be seen and our aim to be auspected, 
And [very much fear that tho English, 
more enterprising than we are in Colonial 
matters, will before long impose a protecto- 
rato on Sium of which they aro now tha 
ercditors for more than 25 million franca 
eozuted by the assigument of the revenue of 
some Biamese provinces. 

Doubtless these same English will advance 

the indemnity of 3 million franca which we 
have exaoted, and they will thus provide 
thomsclves with another exouse for interfer- 
ing in the affairs of a country, of which 
half at least ought to belong to us. 
_ The seizure would have been all the easier 
iu that, putting aside the bossts of the 
Siamese, we possoased, in the. men-of-war 
wo could order up and the troops sent out 
from France, all the desirable means to
